IN  1926,  the  June  ’30  Class  Orchestra  played  for  their  first  affair  in  the  Halls  of  Elkhart 
High  School.  Their  first  dance  was  very  informal.  After  the  intermission,  they 
played  as  HD’s.  Miss  Cunningham  led  the  Orchestra;  Ned  LeFevre  was  violinist,  Cath¬ 
erine  Brockman,  drummer,  Wendell  Compton,  banjo  player,  Ruth  Denison,  saxophonist, 
and  Elizabeth  Emerson,  pianist.  In  April  our  Orchestra  had  an  entertainment  in  the 
gym. 

The  second  dance  started  in  September,  1927,  with  Miss  Cunningham  as  leader,  Ned 
LeFevre  as  violinist.  Hazel  Mitchell  as  drummer,  Gerald  Rahn,  saxophonist,  Mary  Mont¬ 
gomery,  banjo  player,  and  Ruth  Denison,  pianist.  Just  before  intermission  the  Orchestra 
gave  a  play  entitled  "The  Merchant  of  Venice  Up  To  Date.”  After  intermission,  the 
only  changes  in  the  personnel  were  Hildred  Chester,  drummer,  and  Hazel  Mitchell,  banjo 
player.  One  Friday  night  in  May,  the  June  Class  of  1930  combined  Orchestras  with  the 
January  Class  of  1930  and  played  a  symphony  called  "Party  In  the  Gym.” 

After  a  summer  vacation  tour,  the  June  Class  of  193  0  Orchestra  came  back  to  the 
Halls  of  Elkhart  High  School  ready  to  begin  their  work  as  IB  musicians.  We  then  chose 
Miss  Cunningham  as  leader;  Ned  LeFevre,  violinist;  Gerald  Rahn,  drummer;  Elizabeth 
Emerson,  saxophonist;  Hildred  Chester,  banjo  player;  and  Donald  Ball,  pianist.  On  Octo¬ 
ber  2  8,  1928,  a  committee  of  the  Orchestras  of  1930  chose  rings  and  pins.  Towards  the 
latter  part  of  the  dance,  they  played  the  symphony,  "Party  In  the  Gym.”  As  one  of  the 
features  of  the  commencement  season  the  Orchestras  of  193  0  entertained  the  Classes  of 
1929  by  harmonizing  at  Wawasee  Hotel  on  May  29,  1929. 

After  another  pleasant  tour  of  summer  vacation,  they  again  came  back  to  the  Halls 
of  Elkhart  High  School  to  play  at  their  last  dance.  The  only  changes  made  in  the 
Orchestra  were  Mary  Montgomery,  drummer;  Ruth  Dennison,  saxophonist;  James  Fet¬ 
ters,  banjo  player,  and  Virginia  Adams,  pianist.  In  October  they  played  "Dance  of  the 
Goblins.” 

The  Orchestra  composed  of  Miss  Cunningham,  leader;  Ned  LeFevre,  violinist;  Don¬ 
ald  Ball,  drummer;  James  Fetters,  saxophonist;  Norris  Culp,  banjo  player,  and  Lucille 
Jamison,  pianist,  is  now  making  preparations  for  the  Grand  Ball  in  the  late  spring.  There 
will  be  a  wonderful  program  of  super  Charlestons,  shaky  shuffles,  breezy  Black  Bottoms, 
whoopee  hops,  glaring  glides,  wobbly  walks,  the  popular  Indiana  Hop,  and  the  long- 
looked-for  but  somewhat-unwelcome  "Home,  Sweet  Home”  waltz.

Elkhart  qualified  thir¬ 
teen  men,  including  both  relay  teams. 

STATE  MEET 

Elkhart  won  fourth  place  in  the  state  track  meet  with  12  points.  The  meet  was 
won  by  Froebel  of  Gary,  winner  of  the  N.  1.  H.  S.  C.  meet.  The  Elkhart  point  winners 
were  Ball  with  a  second  in  the  100-yard  dash  and  a  third  in  the  220-yard  dash;  Adeline 
with  a  third  in  high  hurdles,  and  Funk  with  a  fourth  in  the  half  mile.  The  half  mile 
relay  team  was  second  in  its  heat  and  the  mile  relay  team  came  in  fourth. 

POST  SEASON  MEET 

In  a  post-season  meet  held  at  Rice  Field,  Elkhart  was  barely  defeated  49  to  5  0  by 
Kokomo.  Although  they  lost  the  meet  the  afternoon  was  highly  successful  for  the  Blue 
because  they  regained  four  Rice  Eield  records.  Those  records  broken  were:  the  100-yard 
dash  record,  broken  by  Ball;  the  high  jump  record  broken  by  Gander;  the  high  hurdles 
record  broken  by  Adeline;  and  the  half  mile  relay,  rebroken  by  a  team  composed  of  Ron- 
zone,  Sayger,  Parmater  and  Ball.

South 
Bend  was  the  only  team  to  defeat  the  Boonemen  in  a  dual  competition,  winning  by  very 
narrow  margains.  The  Elkhart  grapplers  placed  fifth  in  the  state  meet,  scoring  MJ/? 
points  against  very  strong  opposition.  Myron  Chaffee  and  Eddie  Wright  were  high  point 
men  of  the  season,  scoring  45  and  3  81/2  points  respectively. 

The  Blue  Matmen  opened  the  season  with  a  decisive  3  6  to  12  victory  over  Michigan 
City.  The  Lowell  team,  handicapped  by  not  having  heavyweights,  proved  an  easy  victory 
for  the  Boonemen,  who  turned  back  the  invaders  with  a  23  to  8  score.  Elkhart’s  first 
defeat  came  at  the  hands  of  the  South  Bend  matmen,  who  downed  the  Blue  in  a  cloBe 
struggle  that  was  decided  in  the  last  bout.  Elkhart  increased  its  string  of  victories  to 
five  by  defeating  the  teams  from  Michigan  City,  Lowell,  and  Roosevelt  of  East  Chicago. 
The  Blue’s  second  defeat  came  at  the  hands  of  the  South  Benders,  who  again  won  in  the 
last  bout.
